Thefe marks of apparent kindnefs were by no means 
furpriiing to the Czarewitz, who was undoubtcdly ac- 
quainted, by thofe who were in his confidence, with the 
fnare that was obvioufly laid for him in this letter. After 
divers confultations, therefore, it was refolved that he 
fhould oppofe cunning to cunning. He anfw ered the ler- 
ter in very fubmiflive and refpecttul terns, and promifed, 
without delay, to obey the ordersitcontained. In fhort, 
he fet off ; 
Courland, than he turned to the left, and took the rout 
for Vienna; coatrary to the advice of his friends, who 
ufcd every means to perfuade him to take refuge in France. 

We ihall not here enter into a detail of the means 
which Peter ufed to bring back his fon, nor of the arti- 
fices which Tolftoy the Privy Counfellor,and Romanzow, 
Captain of the guards, employed to engage the hatural 
heir of the throne of all the Ruffias to rely upon their 
word, and to quit the caftle of St. Elmo, at Naples, 
which the Emperor had given him for an afylum 5 but 
where, in fact, he was treated as a prifoner of ftate. 

It willbe fufficient to obferve, that it was after the 
Czar had finiffted his laft travels through Germany, Hol- 
land, and France, that thofe two emitfaries fucceeded in 

carrying off the Prince ; who, however, would not have 
gone with them, had he not been induced by the abiglute 
promife of a pardon, contained .in a letter which they 
brought from his father.

ther, previous to his return, affeéted the Czar; and he 
wouldhave changed his defign, had not Menzikoff, atten- 
tive to his moyements, contris “ed to alter his difpolitions.

But what was the farpriie of the people, when 
next morning the caftle was furmeasided with guards, and 
the whole garrifon was under arms ! 

An Aid de C Camp, accompanied by four fubaltern offi- 
cers, went to the Czarawitz, demanded his fword, and 
conducted him to the palace as‘a prifoues of frate, fur- 
rounded by a detachment of grenadicrs. with bayoncis 
iixed. The Monarch attended in the great hall of the 
caftle,.in the midft of his Minifters, Boyards; and Mem 
bers of his Council, 

When the fon appeared before this tribanal, he ac- 
knowledzged his guilt, and afked euly for life. Without 
making any anfwer, his father, and judge, conducted 
him to his clefet, and interrogated hiMfior foime timc 
Froim thence returning with him into Counci!, he promi 
fed not to fhorten h is days, if he would onblicly attd Jens 
fide renounce his pretentions to the throne of Mofcow.

Would they 
be more formidable when they fhould have over-run 
Italy, a country enfeebled by the debafing confe- 
quences of a falfe government, and, rendered to- 
tally incapable of defending itfelf? Would they 
be lefs likely to make head againit us by the won- 
ders they had performed onthe banks of the Rhine, 
wonders which Were enough tomake one mantwo?

-They were faid to 
be on the point of ruin; in fact, all the arguments 
now ufed were tranfcripts of thofe ufed during the 
American war, and before he difiniffed this part of 
the fubject, he would fay, that he believed both the 
American war and the prefent, were begun and 
fupported by a court party, who hated the very 
name of liberty. 


Mr. Wilberforce faid, That the fupporters of the 
former arbitrary meafures are cut off, and that the 
powerful confederacy with which we were then 
leagued is now nomore. The States of Holland, 
and of the Empire, fue for peace; and the King 
of Pru‘lia, from whom we expected ample fuc- 
cours, has withdrawn his troops from the field. 
At the commencement of the Jaft campaign, we 
were able to. bring a greatemforce into the field than 
atany former period, and this we can never do 
again; and yet France has been able to repel all 
our attacks ; and when we fwept them from Hol- 
land,.they returned like the reflux of the ocean.
